Equal suffrage stands for equal pay |
for equay work, In quantity and qual -
ity, for man and womaen, and does not
necessarily mean Increase of wuges
Instead of an ohbjection, 1 imagine that
employers would sometimes welcome
this ns a let-up from the time-worn,
“eloth bifurcated, foce hirsute"” argu-
ment for Increaged salarles. That em-
nloyers are too open-minded to regard
this equality prineiple as Injurious to
their Intereats |s evidenced in the per-
mission glven by some of the largest
department stores In  Richmond for
enual guffrage talks te thelr employves,

Thit the equelizing of salaries does
not result in the dlsmissnl of female
employes, witness also (he operation of
the school lawa regulating equally, for
hoth sexes, teachers' salarles in our
present equal suffrage Stutes (except
Callfornia, which has not had time yel).

Fourth—nNegarding the lnws of Inher-
Htance for the two keXes, T quote with-
out comment from “Virginla Stute Laws
Congcerning Women,” whose COrreciness
has been passed upon, after complla-
tlon, by two prominent Virginia law-
yers, s follows: “Nelther husband nor
wife in Virginla has o vested right, by
renson of marrlage, In the real eatate
of the other. The right of courtesy,
however, entitles the husband, at the
death of the wife, to a Ite Interesy in
a1l of her real estate, while the right of
dower entitles the wife, at the death of
the husband, te a life Interest in one-
third of his rea) estato. Tho wife may
dispose of her own real estate In her
Hfetime withoul the husband's uniting
In the deed, while her dower pright at-
taches to hls land, so that she must
unite in the conveyance.”
